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Doctors'  profit 


If  ever  a  double  meaning  was  fully 
exploited  in  a  headline,  then  that  in  last 
week's  Pulse  "money"  section  must  take 
some  beating.  The  headline  was 
"Dispensing  with  profit"  and  it 
introduced  an  article  written  by  a 
"dispenser  who  once  ran  a  corner  shop" 
and  now  "uses  similar  methods  to  keep 
the  practice  cash  rolling  in." 

There  is  little  that  one  can  dispute  in 
the  article  —  in  fact  it  capitalises  on  many 
of  the  accusations  pharmacists  have 
always  made  about  doctor  dispensing  and 
proudly  explains  how  they  enable  the 
practice  to  benefit  financially.  The 
introductory  paragraphs  are  very  much  to 
the  point:-  "There  can  be  very  few 
businesses  where  there  is  such  complete 
control  over  supply  and  demand  as  the 
dispensing  side  of  general  practice. 

"Without  compromising  any  aspect  of 
practising  the  best  medicine  that  the 
doctor  is  able,  he  or  she  should  be  capable 
of  making  a  large  amount  of  money  out 
of  this  side  of  the  practice.  In  one  East 
Anglian  dispensing  practice,  the  two 
partners  expect  to  make  well  over  £2,000  a 
month  profit  (our  italics)  from  the  drugs 
—  often  nearer  £3,000." 

Contrast  those  statements  with  the 
accusation  by  doctors  (as  expounded  by 
PSNC  chief  executive  Alan  Smith  at  Hull 
recently)  that  pharmacists  wish  to 
dispense  only  when  it  is  profitable  and 
convenient.  From  the  article  in  Pulse  it 
seems  the  doctor  has  to  be  a  fool  in 
business  to  make  anything  other  than  a 
handsome  profit  from  dispensing! 

For  a  start,  many  pharmacists  will  be 
pleased  to  learn  that  "most  wholesalers 
are  very  understanding"  about  taking 
back  original  packs  of  stock  "if  you  tell 
them  the  patients  you  kept  them  in  stock 
for  have  died  or  moved  away."  Then 
again:  "Liaise  with  the  doctors  and 
especially  the  reps.  .  .  we  do  not  feel  in  the 
least  guilty  about  pushing  them  as  far  as 
possible  into  doing  'deals.'  We  play  one 


off  against  the  other.  At  present  we  have 
stopped  using  one  brand  of  a  popular 
antibiotic  because  of  an  offer  by  one 
company."  The  pharmacist,  of  course, 
may  not  pick  and  choose  —  he  must  have, 
or  supply  with  "reasonable  promptness," 
any  brand  thought  up  by  the  doctor 
(perhaps  after  lunch  with  the  rep?). 

Professionally  revealing  is  the  writer's 
proud  admission  that  "we  give  out  only 
one  months'  supply  of  drugs  at  a  time.  To 
give  three  months'  worth  at  once  —  apart 
from  any  medical  reasons  —  is 
disadvantageous  because  you  lose  a 
dispensing  and  a  container  fee."  Contrast 
that  with  the  prescribing  doctor's 
willingness  to  "bulk"  prescribe  for 
families,  to  increase  the  amounts  on 
repeats  to  save  surgery  staff  time,  and  to 
prescribe  more  to  save  the  patient 
additional  £1  payments.  One  of  C&D's 
contributors  claims  in  an  article  just 
received  for  publication  that  his  doctors 
have  moved  to  three  months  for  repeats, 
with  "120  days"  also  beginning  to  appear 
in  the  box  at  the  top  of  FPlOs.  Not  much 
sympathy  for  the  pharmacist's  loss  of  fees 
there  —  and  not  much  sympathy  in  the 
country  for  the  patient's  loss  of  £1  (or 
perhaps  the  doctor  sometimes  "forgets" 
to  collect,  since  there  is  no  check  by  the 
DHSS). 

Finally  we  have  the  exhortation  in  the 
article  that  the  doctor  should  "have  at 
least  one  member  of  staff  who  can  cover 
dispensing  for  holidays  and  sickness." 
The  author  ran  a  grocer's  shop  for  14 
years  and  has  "also  worked  as  a  dispenser 
for  a  large  chain  of  high  street  chemists." 
But  of  course,  in  many  other  practices  the 
relief  staff  will  be  .  .  .  the  receptionist's 
assistant? 

So  much  for  the  service  motive  in 
doctor  dispensing.  Perhaps  the  DHSS  will 
take  note  of  this  article  and  reduce  the 
dispensing  doctor's  scope  for 
profiteering.  Then  the  Government,  "at  a 
stroke"  (which  should  appeal  to  it), 
would  almost  certainly  eliminate  most  of 
the  current  rural  area  controversy  between 
the  medical  and  pharmaceutical 
professions.  ■

Sangers  to  cut 
back  branches? 


Several  Sangers  branches  could  cease  to 
be  operated  by  the  company  from  this 
weekend  depending  on  the  outcome  of  the 
board  meeting  held  on  Thursday  of  this 
week  —  various  branches  may  be  sold  to 
other  pharmaceutical  wholesalers  as  going 
concerns  or  be  closed  down  and  the  stock 
sold. 

C&D  has  been  lead  to  understand  by 
various  trade  sources  that  Herbert 
Ferryman  Ltd  will  take  over  the  running 
of  Sanger's  Reading  branch  from  March  1 
and  will  purchase  the  stock  of  the 
Bournemouth  branch  which  is  to  close  on 
Saturday,  February  27.  Trade  sources 
have  also  linked  Macarthys  Ltd  to  the 
purchase  of  at  least  one  other  Sangers 
depot. 

C&D  understands  Mr  Tom  Whyte, 
whose  Paget  Agencies  recently  acquired  a 
further  75,000  ordinary  shares  in  the 
Sangers  Group  to  bring  his  holding  up  to 
1,433,186(15.11  per  cent),  is  unlikely  to 
have  attended  Thursday's  board  meeting. 
Mr  Whyte's  associates  currently  hold 
905,000  ordinary  shares  (9.54  per  cent)  so 
he  effectively  controls  24.65  per  cent. 


Company  check 


It  seems  likely  that  Mr  Whyte  will  wait 
until  the  viability  of  Sangers  has  been 
ascertained  by  Mr  B.  Michael  Flinn,  of 
accountants  Price  Waterhouse  (a 
management  consultant  of  long 
experience  who  was  one  of  his  two 
nominees  recently  elected  to  the  board, 
C&D,  January  23,  pi 24),  before  making 
further  purchases  of  shares  to  take  his 
interest  above  a  30  per  cent  level.  Should 
they  acquire  30  per  cent  of  the  shares  they 
would  be  required  to  make  a  full  bid  for 
the  group,  under  Stock  Exchange  rules. 
However,  further  small  purchases  of 
shares  up  to  this  ceiling  cannot  be  ruled 
out  and  could  be  seen  as  an  extension  of 
his  earlier  policy  of  protecting  his  original 
shareholding  by  purchasing  shares  at  a 
premium  price. 

The  sale  of  various  Sanger's  assets 
might  make  the  company  "cash  rich"  and 
enable  them  to  move  into  more  profitable 
areas. 

□  Barclays  have  announced  that  their 
Enfield  branch  is  to  close  down  on 
Saturday,  February  27  and  the  staff  of  25 
made  redundant. 

Managing  director  Mr  A.K. 
Brocywicz-Lewinski  told  C&D:  "We  find 
trading  in  London  completely 
unprofitable  and  we  have  been  sustaining 


losses  for  some  time.  We  can  no  longer 
afford  to  do  so". 

However,  he  said  that  Barclays  were 
continuing  to  do  "very  well"  with  OTC 
sales  through  their  Enterprise  PLOF  since 
it  was  integrated  with  the  depot  structure 
in  February  1981  —  sales  are  up  by 
around  40  per  cent.  ■ 

Unichem  issue  their 
'discount'  summons 

On  Monday,  February  22,  Unichem 
issued  an  originating  summons  against  the 
DHSS  claiming  that  the  Secretary  of  State 
acted  ultra  vires  in  seeking  to  reclaim 
"deemed  discount"  by  Unichem  to  their 
members.  Unichem  contend  that  profit 
share  paid  to  their  members  does  not 
constitute  a  discount.  If  the  contention  is 
upheld  these  members  will  be  reimbursed 
by  the  DHSS  in  respect  of  deductions 
made,  Unichem  claim. 

Unichem  have  informed  Macarthys 
that  in  order  to  speed  up  the  process 
Unichem  are  agreeable  to  the  issue  of 
Macarthys'  standing  being  decided  in  the 
High  Court  at  the  same  time  as  Unichem's 
action  against  the  DHSS. 

Mr  Peter  Dodd,  managing  director  of 
Unichem,  told  C&D  that:  "If  we  have  the 
breaks  the  case  could  be  heard  in  three 
months  time." 

Macarthys  Pharmaceuticals  —  who 
attempted  to  speed  up  the  legal  process 
last  year  by  seeking  a  judical  declaration 
in  favour  of  the  Secretary  of  State's  action 
in  counting  profit  share  as  discount  — 
issued  the  following  statement  on  hearing 
of  Unichem's  summons:-  "Macarthys 
have  consistently  argued  for  an  early  and 
full  hearing  of  this  matter  at  which  all 
issues,  including  that  of  locus  standi,  can 
be  examined.  We  are  therefore  very 
pleased  that  Unichem  have  now  decided 
to  assist  in  achieving  this  goal."  ■ 


M  ainstop  pharmacy 


Mainstop  are  to  appoint  a  superintendent 
pharmacist  to  run  an  instore  pharmacy 
when  a  new  Bournemouth  supermarket 
opens  in  May.  The  Gainsborough 
Mainstop  pharmacy  (C&D,  April  11, 
1981,  p714)  is  run  as  a  concession.  In 
Bournemouth  the  pharmacy  will  be 
situated  inside  the  checkout  area  adjacent 
to  fixtures  for  health  and  beauty  aid 
products  according  to  Supermarketing.  ■ 


NPA  to  redefine 
retail  policy 

The  National  Pharmaceutical  Association 
is  to  introduce  a  formal  statement  of 
policy  next  month.  This  was  last  done 
over  13  years  ago. 

Speaking  at  a  joint  symposium  held  by 
West  London  branches  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  and  NPA,  Mr 
Tim  Astill,  NPA  director,  gave  a  "sneak 
preview"  of  the  policy.  The  symposium 
was  on  the  future  of  general  practice 
pharmacy  and  he  commented  that  the  role 
of  the  retail  pharmacist  had  never  before 
been  put  so  much  under  the  microscope. 

No  longer  was  the  retail  pharmacist 
required  to  be  a  technical  expert  on 
manufacturing  elegant  medicines,  said  Mr 
Astill.  Modern  dispensing  usually 
required  little  more  than  accurate 
counting  and  the  ability  to  produce  a  neat 
label.  These  were  tasks  for  well-trained 
assistants,  not  pharmaceutical  graduates 
but,  as  last  week's  "Migril"  case  had 
shown,  pharmacists  still  had  an  essential 
role  to  play  in  handling  prescriptions. 

The  place  for  the  pharmacist  was 
alongside  or  in  front  of  the  dispensary 
rather  than  inside  it,  Mr  Astill  suggested. 
It  should  be  the  pharmacist  who  accepted 
the  prescription,  carefully  checked  it  and 
clarified  any  points  of  doubt.  It  was  the 
pharmacist's  responsibility  to  ensure  his 
dispensing  assistants  were  properly 
trained  so  they  could  fill  the  prescription 
correctly.  After  the  dispensing  operation 
was  completed  the  pharmacist  should 
check  the  medicine  and  then  himself  hand 
it  to  the  patient,  making  sure  the  patient 
understood  the  instructions. 

Once  the  pharmacist  was  accustomed 
to  his  rightful  position  outside  the 
dispensary  he  would  then  be  ideally 
situated  for  an  equally  important  future 
role  —  giving  advice  and  counter- 
prescribing. 

Turning  to  the  NHS  contract,  Mr 
Astill  said  it  was  not  his  position  to 
comment  on  the  current  suggestion  of 
replacing  on-cost  by  a  larger  practice 
allowance.  However,  he  hoped  those 
concerned  would  remember  that  from  a 
purely  commercial  point  of  view  NHS 
dispensing  was  little  different  from 
retailing  in  that  the  business  must  hold 
stock,  invest  capital,  predict  demand  and 
make  a  profit.  ■ 
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"Unfortunately  my  doctors  have  stopped  prescribing  CDs" 


Pharmacy  thefts: 
courts  'lenient' 

The  National  Pharmaceutical  Association 
has  written  to  Lord  Hailsham,  the  Lord 
Chancellor,  expressing  concern  over  the 
lenient  treatment  of  offenders  accused  of 
theft  from  pharmacies 

"We  have  on  previous  occasions 
written  to  you  to  express  concern  about 
the  attitude  of  magistrates  and  Crown 
Courts  to  persons  accused  or  convicted  of 
thefts  from  retail  pharmacy  premises. 
These  thefts  are  on  the  increase,  and  are 
of  major  concern  to  the  police  and  other 
enforcement  authorities. 

"Yet  we  are  still  hearing  of  cases 
where  people,  usually  young  men, 
convicted  of  these  burglaries  are  let  off 
extremely  lightly  with  a  modest  fine  or  a 
suspended  sentence.  A  recent  example 
drawn  to  my  attention  is,  I  think,  fairly 
typical  of  the  too  lenient  attitude  taken  by 
the  courts.  One  of  our  members,  a  lady 
pharmacist  in  London,  arrived  at  her  shop 
one  morning  to  find  the  premises  in  a  state 
of  complete  disarray.  Two  youths  were 
quickly  apprehended  by  the  police  who 
had  overwhelming  evidence  against  them. 
The  youths  were  brought  before  the 
magistrates  who,  despite  police  protests, 
were  allowed  bail.  The  youths  are  now 
quite  literally  laughing  in  the  face  of  the 
law  and  our  member  and  her  lady 
assistant  go  in  fear  for  their  personal 
safety. 

"We  and  our  members  are  very 
anxious  to  do  what  we  can  to  reduce  to  a 
minimum  the  quantity  of  narcotics  and 
other  drugs  that  find  their  way  onto  the 
illicit  market  from  pharmacies.  But  we 
and  the  police  must  have  the  support  of 
the  courts  in  these  efforts  and  I  hope  very 
much  that  you  and  your  office  will  do 
what  you  can  to  guide  magistrates  and 
judges  towards  sentences  and  penalties 
that  will  provide  a  more  effective 
deterrent."  ■ 


Branches'  concern 
over  CD  control 


quantities  of  CDs  and  barbiturates  leads 
to  high  stock  levels  in  pharmacies  thus 
encouraging  break-ins  and  hold-ups.  They 
call  for  discussions  between  Council  and 
the  Association  of  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Industry  aimed  at  keeping 
the  pack  sizes  of  those  drugs  to  a 
minimum. 

Another  motion  put  forward  by  a 
Scottish  branch  proposes  that  the  Society 
should  press  for  coloured  FPlOs  to  be 
used  when  CDs  are  prescribed.  This 
would  invalidate  the  stolen  pads  currently 
in  circulation,  Glasgow  and  West  of 
Scotland  branch  says,  and  could  also 
decrease  the  incidence  of  forged 
prescriptions  in  the  future.  Each  doctor 
would  be  issued  with  only  one  pad  at  a 
time,  it  suggests,  and  would  hopefully 
carry  only  one  form,  thereby  dramatically 
reducing  the  number  of  pads  available  for 
theft.  A  related  motion  from  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Students  Association 
suggest  that  prescription  pads  could  be 
given  serial  numbers  to  aid  identification 
of  stolen  forms.  (See  the  security  feature 
on  p363  for  a  further  examination  of  the 
"CD  problem.") 

Two  of  the  fiercest  motions  come 
from  Somerset  branch.  It  proposes  that 
Council  should  set  a  date  from  which  all 
labels  on  dispensed  medicines  should  be 
typed  or  printed.  This  would  bring  the  UK 
in  line  with  pharmacy  practice  in  all  other 
civilised  countries,  it  says.  The  second 
motion  calls  for  Council  and  the  PSNC  to 
set  a  date  after  which  contractors  would 
no  longer  be  obliged  to  dispense 
prescriptions  with  inadequate  instructions 
or  those  ordering  more  than  30  days' 
supply.  ■ 


Sales  index  falls 


Retail  trade  during  January  was  one  per 
cent  below  the  same  month  in  1981.  The 
provisional  estimate  of  the  seasonally 
adjusted  index  of  the  volume  of  retail 
sales  in  January  is  107  (index  rebased  with 
1978  =  100),  compared  with  104.6  in 
December,  and  105.4  in  the  fourth  quarter 
of  1981 .  The  value  of  sales  is  estimated  at 
8  per  cent  higher  than  in  January  1981, 


against  a  12  per  cent  rise  in  the  cost  of 
living  index. 

The  estimate  suggests  that  trade  in 
January  was  higher  than  in  recent 
months,  especially  for  non-food  retailers. 
It  appears  that  despite  the  bad  weather 
early  in  the  month  the  annual  sales  may 
have  been  more  buoyant  than  normal.  ■ 


Call  for  Sunday 
trading  inquiry 

The  Union  of  Shop  Distributive  and 
Allied  Workers  has  suggested  that  the 
Government  should  set  up  an  inquiry  into 
Sunday  trading. 

In  a  letter  to  the  Home  Secretary, 
William  Whitelaw,  the  union  says  if  there 
is  any  evidence  that  the  current  shops 
legislation  is  unsatisfactory  his 
responsibility  is  to  get  all  interested  parties 
to  look  at  the  evidence.  USDAW  are 
concerned  about  the  Government's 
attitude  to  Baroness  Trumpington's 
Shops  Bill  which  was  given  an  unopposed 
second  reading  in  the  House  of  Lords 
(C&D,  February  13  p254).  The  union  says 
it  is  willing  to  present  the  case  against 
unrestricted  Sunday  opening  to  any 
commission  or  committee  of  inquiry. 

The  Shops  Bill  would  remove  all 
restrictions  on  trading  hours  leaving  shops 
free  to  open  whenever  they  wish.  It  would 
repeal  parts  I,  II  and  IV  and  section  70  of 
the  Shops  Act  1950  as  well  as  the  Shops 
(Airports)  Act  1965.  (The  Bill  does  not 
include  Northern  Ireland).  It  is  the 
eleventh  such  attempt  to  amend  the  1950 
Shops  Act. 

Like  USDAW  the  Retail  Consortium 
has  called  for  a  Government  review  before 
any  new  legislation  is  passed.  The 
Consortium's  own  membership  is  split  on 
the  issue  of  whether  the  Bill  is  desirable, 
however,  while  USDAW  strongly  opposes 
it.  The  Bill  is  supported  by  the  National 
Consumer  Council,  the  Consumers 
Association,  the  National  Union  of  Small 
Shopkeepers  and  —  according  to  a  recent 
MORI  poll  —  about  63  per  cent  of  the 
public.  ■ 


The  storage  of  Controlled  Drugs  appears 
to  be  one  of  the  main  problems  currently 
facing  general  practice  pharmacists, 
judging  by  the  agenda  for  this  year's 
branch  representatives'  meeting. 

Three  motions  call  for  changes  in 
storing  CDs.  Dover  and  Shepway  branch 
says  the  present  cabinets  are  not 
satisfactory  and  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  Council  should  press  for 
stronger  cupboards  with  more  secure 
fittings.  Northern  Scottish  branch  wants 
the  Society  to  pressurise  the  Government 
into  subsidising  pharmacists  for  the  extra 
costs  needed  to  secure  premises  against 
CD  thefts.  A  joint  motion  from 
Scunthorpe  and  the  Edinburgh  and 
Lothians  branches  suggests  that  the  pack 
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JIC  agrees  single-figure 
pay  rises  from  March  29 


New  minimum  rates  of  pay  and  holiday 
entitlement  have  been  agreed  for 
pharmacy  managers  and  manageresses, 
pharmacists,  dispensing  and  shop 
assistants.  The  National  Joint  Industrial 
Council  for  Retail  Pharmacy  (England 
and  Wales)  met  last  week  and  decided  that 
the  rates  would  operate  from  the  first  pay 
day  in  the  week  commencing  March  29. 
All  rates  (except  those  for  rota  payments) 
show  increases  of  less  than  10  per  cent. 
Pharmacist  managers  and  pharmacists  get 
a  5  per  cent  rise  in  minimum  salary  and 
dispensing  and  shop  assistants  around  7 
per  cent. 

Annual  holidays  with  full  pay  will  be 
based  on  one  working  day's  holiday  for 
each  calendar  month  of  continuous 
service  up  to  March  3 1 .  After  one  year's 
continuous  service  at  March  31  the 
maximum  annual  entitlement  shall  be 
three  weeks  and  after  two  year's  service, 
four  weeks.  The  holiday  entitlements 
apply  to  pharmacists  and  to  assistants.

'Theft'  pharmacist 
to  be  struck  off 

A  pharmacist  said  to  have  stolen  over 
£4,000  worth  of  stock  from  his  employers 
has  been  ordered  to  be  struck  off  the 
register. 

In  London  this  week,  Mr  Sukhjiwan 
Singh  Gill,  of  Upland  Road,  Markfield, 
Leics,  admitted  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  Statutory  Committee  that  he 
was  going  to  put  the  goods  into  a  business 
he  was  planning  to  start  in  Coventry.  The 
chairman,  Sir  Carl  Aarvold,  said  that  Mr 
Gill,  a  young  man  with  fine  qualifications, 
had  given  in  to  greed  and  a  desire  to  build 
up  his  own  business  on  the  strength  of 
stolen  property.  It  was  a  tragedy. 

Mr  Gill,  born  in  the  Punjab,  came  to 
Leicestershire  from  Tanzania  in  1976  and 
since  early  last  year  had  owned  a 
pharmacy  in  Radford  Road,  Coventry. 
He  appeared  before  the  Committee 
following  a  sentence  of  a  year's 
imprisonment  at  Coventry  Crown  Court 
last  March  when  he  admitted  stealing 
£1 ,760  worth  of  pharmaceuticals  from 
Leicestershire  Co-operative  Chemists  Ltd 
at  Coalville;  stealing  £2,246  worth  of 
pharmaceutical  goods  from  a  Birmingham 
pharmacist,  Mr  Mulkit  Singh;  and 
stealing  £10  in  cash  from  a  Coventry 
pharmacist,  Mr  Ralph  Stephens. 

Mr  Joselyn  Hill,  for  the  Society,  told 
the  Committee  that  all  the  property  had 
been  returned  to  the  respective  owners. 
Mr  Gill,  who  qualified  as  a  pharmacist  in 
1976,  said  that  at  the  time  of  the  offences 
he  had  been  planning  to  set  up  a  business 
on  his  own.  He  eventually  bought  a  sweet 
shop  and  transformed  it  into  a  pharmacy. 
The  business  had  been  run  with  the 
assistance  of  a  locum  while  he  was  in 
prison.  He  was  determined  to  put  his 
prison  sentence  behind  him,  to  start  again 
and  to  lead  an  honest  and  industrious  life. 

Some  of  the  goods  he  had  taken  from 
the  Co-operative  pharmacy  were 
representatives'  samples,  and,  at  the  time, 
he  thought  he  could  take  them  home,  Mr 
Gill  said.  He  had  been  intending  to  go  into 
partnership  with  Mr  Singh,  who  was 
aware  that  he  had  "dead  stock" 
belonging  to  him.  But  when  Mr  Singh 
backed  out  of  the  partnership,  he  was 
bitter  and  did  not  return  the  goods.  Of  the 
£10  theft  —  the  amount  he  had  failed  to 


put  into  the  till  —  Mr  Gill  said  that  he  was 
borrowing  the  money  and  had  intended  to 
repay  it. 

A  Cardigan  pharmacist  told  the 
Committee  that  he  had  suffered  from  a 
drink  problem  for  four  or  five  years,  but 
he  was  absolutely  determined  to  get  on 
top  of  it.  "I  do  not  drink  at  all  now,  and 
have  no  intention  of  doing  so  in  the 
future,"  Mr  Roy  Reynolds  said.  He  had 
received  hospital  treatment  and  was  still 
seeing  his  doctor  and  getting  help  from 
Alcoholics  Anonymous. 

The  Committee  was  inquiring  into  the 
conduct  of  Mr  Reynolds,  who  runs  a 
pharmacy  in  Pendre,  following  his 
appearance  at  Cemaes  magistrates  court 
last  February.  He  was  then  banned  from 
driving  for  18  months  and  fined  for 
driving  while  under  the  influence  of  drink 
and  without  due  care  and  attention  on 
December  20,  1980. 

The  Committee  postponed  its  decision 
until  September  when  it  hoped  to  receive 
the  assistance  of  medical  evidence.  But  the 
chairman  warned  that  if  there  was  any 
sign  of  a  return  of  the  problem,  Mr 
Reynolds  would  be  required  to  appear  at 
an  earlier  date.  An  inspector  of  the 
Society  would  keep  a  constant  eye  on  his 
pharmacy,  the  chairman  said.  The  public 
must  be  protected.  ■ 

ASTMS  still  waiting 
to  see  agreement 

The  staff  side  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Whitley  Council  has  still  not  been  shown 
the  draft  agreement  on  emergency  duty 
payments  for  hospital  pharmacists. 

Dr  Gerard  Vaughan,  Minister  for 
Health,  revealed  the  existence  of  this 
agreement  over  two  weeks  ago,  in  a 
Parliamentary  answer  to  Mr  Doug  Hoyle, 
the  ASTMS-sponsored  MP.  It  has  been 
prepared  by  the  management  side  and 
specifies  the  circumstances  in  which  such 
payments  should  be  made.  In  answer  to 
further  questions  from  Mr  Hoyle,  Dr 
Vaughan  has  now  said  the  agreement  has 
not  yet  been  shown  to  the  staff  side 
because  consultations  with  the  employing 
authorities  are  not  completed.  The 
agreement  covered  provisions  for  on-call 
standby  and  work  done  payments,  he 
said. 

Hospital  pharmacists  are  continuing  to 
withdraw  emergency  services  in  the 
absence  of  any  national  or  local 
agreements.  Although  ASTMS  have 
disputed  the  Department  of  Health's 
claim  that  local  agreements  would  be 
illegal  it  seems  that  no  health  authorities 
have  been  willing  to  negotiate  so  far.  ■ 


No  contest 


A  nominee  for  election  to  Barking  and

Contract 


I  wish  I  were  a  bit  more  "in  the  know" 
when  I  look  at  all  that  is  being  written 
about  the  proposed  changes  in  the  way  we 
are  paid  for  our  NHS  work.  Being  the 
idiot  down  at  the  bottom  of  the  pile  in 
Grassroot,  I  can  only  take  what  I  read  and 
try  to  relate  it  to  my  business  and  income. 

Having  already  made  comment  that  it 
looked  as  though  I  would  lose  (although  I 
see  there  is  an  undertaking  to  have  a  no- 
detriment  clause),  and  also  noted  an 
inexplicable  increase  in  income  for  those 
doing  3,000-6,000  scripts  a  month,  I  was 
prepared  to  leave  it  to  LPC  delegates  to 
iron  out  those  points  at  the  conference. 
But  now  having  read  Bob  Worby's 
comment  on  the  existing  discount 
structure  I  feel  a  rising  unease  at  the 
coincidences. 

We  can  see,  as  Mr  Worby  says,  that 
the  25  per  cent  of  contractors  who  are 
doing  more  than  4,000  scripts  a  month  are 
obtaining  discounts  far  greater  than  those 
deducted  by  the  DHSS.  In  the  event  of  a 
clawback  due  to  the  DHSS  discount 
inquiry,  the  sum  of  £1.5  million  may  have 
to  recovered  from  us,  but  only  as  a  point 
percentage  of  the  discount  taken  from 
each  contractor  [see  also  p371,  Editor]. 

In  my  position  I  am  exceedingly  hard 
pressed  to  even  get  near  the  3.5  per  cent 
(approx)  which  is  taken  from  me  and 
already  have  had  months  when  I  barely  hit 
1 .5  per  cent.  Since  we  all  have  been 
offered  9  and  even  10  per  cent  if  we 
bought  enough  from  the  wholesalers, 
those  with  £12,000  to  spend  a  month  are 
laughing.  If  the  new  proposals  were  to  go 
through  unchanged  they  would  be  falling 
about!  Quids  in! 

Believe  it  or  not,  however,  I  now  think 
we  should  accept  the  new  proposition, 
provided  this  protected  distortion  is 
ironed  out,  since  it  appears  that  our 
simple  concept  of  profit  (in  terms  of  on- 
cost) is  a  nonsense  because  the  reality  is 
that  we  contract  to  do  the  dispensing  for  a 
gross  national  lump  sum.  Our  individual 
fight  for  our  part  of  it  has,  therefore,  to 
be  seen  as  an  internal  squabble  amongst 
ourselves,  with  the  Department 
apparently  being  willing  to  go  along  with 
whatever  we  decide.  Humps  and  bumps, 
dippers  and  all  are  within  our  control. 
This  forces  us  to  examine  why  the  mid- 
range  contractors,  doing  so  well  at 
present,  would  gain  more  under  the  new 
proposals,  and  why  the  PSNC  has  done 
nothing  to  correct  the  situation.  Is  it 
possible  that  the  contractors  who  can 
afford  the  time,  and  the  cost  of  serving  on 
the  committee,  are  in  the  main  those 
within  this  privileged  upper  25  per  cent? 

It  would  appear  to  be  time  to  examine 


the  nature  of  the  membership  of  PSNC, 
particularly  since  it  is  too  large  a  body 
after  the  addition  of  so  many  elected 
members.  I'm  all  for  elected  members, 
mind  you  —  we  can  lean  on  them.  With 
the  changes  in  our  professional  awareness 
it  is  right  that  members  should  be  elected 
—  all  of  them,  directly.  To  all  delegates 
may  I  say:  Raise  the  subject,  do  mention 
your  curiosity  on  the  matter  and  inquire 
gently  why  nothing  has  been  done? 


Daylight  robbery 

It's  a  long  time  since  I  wrote  of  my 
concern  for  pharmacists  living  above  their 
premises  who  are  more  vunerable  to  being 
"knocked  up,"  and  then  knocked  down, 
by  robbers  using  such  availablity  as  an 
easy  way  to  gain  entry  and  access  to 
money  and  drugs.  I  wrote  too  on  another 
occasion  about  the  expense  we  had  to 
incur  in  providing  security  for  our  shops 
and  their  contents,  —  by  way  of  locks  and 
bars  and  burglar  alarms  and  safes.  Most 
of  us  come  to  terms  with  the  realities  of 
our  situation,  be  it  in  Brixton  or  Brighton, 
and  match  our  behaviour  and  precautions 
accordingly.  But  have  you  realised  that 
from  February  1 ,  keyholders  of  premises 
with  loud  burglar  alarms  have  had  to  give 
an  undertaking  that  if  the  alarm  is  set  off, 
someone  will  turn  it  off  within  twenty 
minutes,  regardless  of  the  time,  night  or 
day?  In  fact  apart  from  being  regularly 
maintained  these  alarms  will  have  to  be 
fitted  with  a  cut-out!  Now  I  don't  mind 
fitting  expensive  and  very  loud  bells,  both 
outside  and  inside  my  premises  (I  do 
actually,  but  that's  another  story).  But  to 
be  ordered  to  fit  a  device  that  will  turn 
them  off,  sounds  to  me  like  the  most 
ludicrous  bit  of  environmental  legislation 
I  have  ever  heard.  Twenty  minutes  after 
the  alarm  has  sounded,  it  will  cease  to 
ring,  and  if  no-one  has  reported  it,  the 
burglar  can  operate  with  perfect  safety! 
And  we  will  have  to  pay  to  have  this 
environmental  improvement.  Robbery  I 
call  it!  Yet  even  this  must  be  preferable  to 
the  full  frontal  daylight  attack  now 
developing  to  the  point  that  "shooters" 
are  being  carried  and  pharmacists  shot. 
Faced  with  this  I  don't  know  how  I  would 
react,  but  suspect  it  would  be  with  fear 
and  trembling,  and  a  great  anxiety  to 
hand  over  the  CD  cupboard  key,  and  the 
money,  if  they  wanted  it  —  I  reckon  my 
life  is  worth  more  than  the  cash  in  the  tills 
or  the  limited  contents  of  the  drug 
cupboards.  It's  awful  being  a  coward.  ■

Rise  in  drug  thefts  is 
causing  concern 

The  Misuse  of  Drugs  (Safe  Custody)  Regulations  will 
have  been  in  operation  for  seven  years  this  year,  and 
have  been  contentious  ever  since  their  introduction.  In 
view  of  the  increasing  incidence  of  drug  related  thefts 
from  pharmacies,  is  it  time  the  law  was  amended? 


That  the  thefts  of  drugs,  and  specifically 
Controlled  Drugs,  by  burglary  or  robbery, 
is  on  the  increase  is  disputed  by  no  one. 
Local  papers  regularly  carry  stories 
relating  the  misfortune  of  the  local 
chemist,  and  warning  that  the  drugs  stolen 
could  be  dangerous.  Inner  city  areas  are 
perhaps  more  at  risk,  but  the  rural 
districts  are  not  immune.  A  spate  of  thefts 
prior  to  Christmas  in  Devon  and  Cornwall 
brought  a  plea  from  the  police  for 
pharmacists  to  increase  their  vigilance. 

Figures  released  by  the  Pharmacy 
Mutual  Insurance  Company  show  clearly 
how  drug  related  thefts  have  increased 
over  the  last  decade.  Against 
approximately  4,000  policies  held  outside 
the  London  area,  there  were  421  claims  in 
1 97 1 ,  26  per  cent  of  which  involved  drugs. 
In  1981  there  were  608  claims,  43  per  cent 
involving  drugs.  In  the  London  area  16 
per  cent  of  claims  in  1971  involved  drugs. 
In  1981  the  number  of  claims  more  than 
doubled  and  37  per  cent  were  drug 
related.  Since  there  are  almost  10,700 
registered  premises  in  Great  Britain  at  the 
moment,  a  figure  which  has  decreased 
considerably  since  1971,  and  PMI  hold 
policies  on  only  about  half  of  these,  the 
figures  can  only  give  a  reliable  indication 
of  trends. 

Why  is  it  that  pharmacies  have  become 
a  more  popular  target  for  the  thief? 
Inspector  John  Marie,  of  the  Crime 


Prevention  Section,  Scotland  Yard,  says  it 
is  difficult  to  give  a  reason,  but  speculates 
that  if  one  looks  at  the  measures 
businessmen  have  taken  over  the  years  to 
protect  premises,  the  pharmacy  in  relative 
terms  is  still  a  soft  target,  and  drugs  are  a 
very  marketable  commodity.  Both  PMI 
and  Inspector  Marie  estimate  that  only 
about  50  per  cent  of  pharmacies  are 
protected  by  a  burglar  alarm. 


Working  group 


It  is  with  these  points  in  mind  that  the 
Advisory  Council  on  the  Misuse  of  Drugs 
has  set  up  a  working  group  whose  terms 
of  reference  are:  "To  review  the 
requirements  for  the  security  of  CDs  at  all 
stages  from  manufacturing  to  dispensing. 
To  consider  in  the  light  of  that  review  the 
general  principles  on  which  security 
measures  for  particular  types  of  situation 
should  be  based,  and  the  extent  to  which 
these  are  or  should  be  given  statutory 
effect  in  the  safe  custody  regulations,  and 
to  make  recommendations." 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  will  be 
represented  by  Mr  J.  Bloomfield  and  Mr 
J.  Smith.  Mr  T.  Astill  for  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  PMI  and 
Chemists  Defence  Association,  and  Mr  O. 
Logan  from  the  National  Association  of 
Pharmaceutical  Distributors  are  on  the 


group,  along  with  representatives  from 
the  Home  Office,  DHSS,  the  police, 
BMA,  ABPI,  PSNC,  and  the  Company 
Chemists  Association. 

When  the  regulations  were  introduced, 
especially  those  relating  to  the  required 
use  of  a  CD  cabinet,  concern  was 
expressed  in  many  quarters.  The  NPA 
criticised  the  concept  of  storing  drugs  of 
misuse  in  a  readily  identified  cabinet,  to 
which  the  Home  Office  replied:  "The 
standard  of  security  specified  for  the 
cabinets  .  .  .  seeks  only  to  make  it  more 
difficult  to  break  into  or  pilfer  from  the 
container  in  which  the  drugs  are  kept, 
with  a  view  either  to  deterring  the  thief  or 
to  giving  the  police  more  time  to 
apprehend  him  if  the  break-in  is 
detected." 

Role  of  CD  cabinet 

But  it  may  be  that  the  role  of  the  cabinet 
has  been  misconstrued.  Sgt  Ron  Smith,  of 
the  Central  Drug  Squad,  says  that  the 
subject  always  brought  up  when  a 
pharmacy  has  been  burgled  is  that  the 
cabinets  are  no  good  against  burglars, 
"but  they  seem  to  lose  sight  of  the  fact 
they  were  never  designed  to  resist 
burglars.  They  are  not  meant  to  be 
burglar  proof,  and  are  not  of  a  standard 
to  do  so.  It  must  be  remembered  that 
when  the  regulations  were  drawn  up  there 
were  nothing  like  the  number  of 
burglaries  there  are  at  present." 

This  opinion  is  shared  by  Inspector 
Marie.  "My  view  of  the  cabinets  is  that 
they  are  designed  to  prevent  pilferage  of 
drugs  when  the  shop  is  occupied  and 
people  about.  They  are  secure  in  that 
unauthorised  people  cannot  get  to  them. 
As  soon  as  you  lock  up  the  shop  and 
depart  for  the  night  you  are  into  an 
entirely  different  area,  where  the  burglar, 
if  he  breaks  into  the  shop,  has  got  time  to 
break  into  the  cabinet." 

He  went  on  to  say:  "There  is  certainly 
a  problem  with  these  cabinets.  My  view  is

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that  if  a  chemist  has  his  cabinet  broken 
into  I  would  certainly  recommend  he  goes 
to  a  more  secure  place  to  store  his  CDs.  I 
recommend  the  purchase  of  a  good 
second  hand  safe,  and  an  exemption 
certificate."  (On  written  application  the 
police  will  inspect  the  premises,  and  if 
satisfied  that  the  safe,  cabinet  or  room  in 
which  the  CDs  are  to  be  kept  provide  an 
adequate  degree  of  security,  the  chief 
police  officer  will  issue  a  certificate.) 
However  some  chief  constables  will  not 
permit  exemption  certificates  to  be 
granted  in  their  area.  They  have  been 
criticised  by  Mr  Astill  (NPA  director)  as 
"very  shortsighted". 

The  reasons  given  for  this  advice  are 
that  the  cabinets  are  very  much  alike  in 
construction  and  are  easily  identifiable; 
there  are  a  number  of  manufacturers  and 
the  strength  of  cabinets  varies.  If  CDs  are 
stored  in  a  different  place  the  thieves' 
target  is  not  so  easy  to  find.  It  is  perhaps 
ironic  that  the  safe  custody  regulations 
specifically  state  "nothing  shall  be 
displayed  outside  the  safe  or  cabinet  to 
indicate  that  drugs  are  kept  inside." 

A  safe,  being  a  lot  stronger,  will  deny 
the  burglar  the  time  to  break  into  it.  If  the 
premises  are  also  alarmed  and  the  police 
alerted,  there  is  a  strong  chance  of  the 
burglar  being  defeated. 


Cost  and  insurance 


But  what  of  the  cost  of  this  added 
security?  Since  safes  are  constantly  being 
downgraded  by  insurance  companies  it 
should  not  prove  too  difficult  to  acquire 
one,  and  perhaps  at  less  cost  than  a  new 
CD  cabinet.  Following  a  burglary  PMI 
recommend  putting  in  a  safe  after 
consultation  with  the  police.  In  those 
cases  a  contribution  will  be  made  towards 
the  cost,  namely  the  amount  it  would  cost 
to  replace  the  original  CD  cabinet. 

CD  cabinets  are  not  acceptable  by 
insurance  companies  for  the  storage  of 
cash,  and  if  a  safe  is  purchased  it  is 
probable  that  it  will  be  used  to  keep  both 
—  a  double  bonus  to  thieves.  PMI  is 
resigned  to  accepting  the  situation, 
although  it  is  not  happy  about  it.  From  an 
insurance  point  of  view  it  would  like  to  see 
greater  use  of  external  station  alarms,  and 
greater  protection  of  external  doors  and 
windows. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  the  use  of  a 
safe  will  cause  burglars  to  divert  their 
attention  elsewhere  in  the  shop  and  cause 
perhaps  "unnecessary"  damage,  or  turn 
to  robbery. 

Mr  Astill  told  C&D  "It  has  to  be  put 
to  those  who  argue  for  greater  security, 
that  if  you  increase  the  level  of  security  in 
pharmacies,  whether  it  is  peripheral  or 
inside  —  are  you  not  going  to  stimulate  a 
greater  incidence  of  daylight  robberies, 


and  if  so  are  we  acting  in  the  best  interest 
of  the  profession?" 

Robberies  are  on  the  increase,  and  Sgt 
Smith  says:  "Robberies  at  pharmacies 
were  almost  unheard  of  prior  to  1 98 1 . 
They  are  a  relatively  new  phenomenom". 
He  estimates  there  were  90-100  in  the 
London  area  in  1981.  "My  fear  is  that 
when  it  becomes  too  difficult  to  break 
into  premises,  the  drugs  fraternity  may 
turn  to  personal  confrontation  and 
robbery  in  the  daytime." 

The  CDs  a  pharmacist  keeps  are  of 
little  monetary  value  to  him,  and  whether 
it  is  worth  the  expense  of  protecting  them 
has  been  asked.  If  not  locked  up  in  a  safe, 
would  it  be  better  to  do  away  with  a 
formal  CD  cabinet  altogether  and 
distribute  CDs  among  other  dispensary 


It  could  be  worse 


The  UK  pharmacist  is  not  the  only 
one  who  has  problems  with  his  CDs. 
His  counterpart  in  the  US  is  also  up 
against  it,  but  there  the  concern  is 
with  the  number  of  robberies.  In 
1979  alone  more  than  8, 100 
pharmacy  robberies  were  reported 
and  more  than  50  pharmacists  killed. 

A  recent  editorial  in  the  journal 
of  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  American  Pharmacy, 
says:  "Crimes  against  pharmacies  are 
unquestionably  on  the  rise.  The  Drug 
Enforcement  Administration  reports 
that  armed  robberies  against  its 
registrants  have  risen  87  per  cent  in 
the  past  five  years  —  96  per  cent  were 
against  pharmacists."  Thefts  have 
doubled  in  the  same  period. 

Last  year  the  US  senate  failed  to 
pass  a  Bill  that  would  make  robberies 
of  CDs  a  federal  crime.  Currently,  a 
provision  in  the  Criminal  Code 
Reform  Bill  would  make  robbery  of 
more  than  $500  of  controlled 
substances  a  federal  crime.  ■ 


stock?  A  recent  Statutory  Committee 
hearing  heard  how  a  pharmacist  had 
foiled  raiders  by  hiding  his  stock  in  a 
cardboard  box  after  the  CD  cabinet  in  his 
shop  had  been  rifled  five  times.  The 
chairman  told  him:  "If  you  do  not  agree 
with  the  regulations  you  ought  to  provide 
greater  security  than  is  actually  called  for. 
This  is  the  minimum  you  can  do  to  express 
your  disagreement  with  the  regulations." 
He  was  admonished  by  the  Committee 
having  been  previously  fined  £150  at  a 
magistrates'  court. 

The  NPA  has  argued  for  provisions  on 
the  pattern  that  pertains  in  some  States  in 
the  US  where  pharmacists  are  given  a 
greater  measure  of  discretion  as  to  how 
they  go  about  storing  their  narcotics. 


There  is  a  specification  laid  down  which 
they  can  follow,  and  there  is  also 
provision  for  a  pharmacist  to  use  his  own 
knowledge  of  the  premises,  and  to  store 
CDs  in  as  secure  a  manner  as  he  sees  fit. 

Although  spreading  CDs  around 
might  confuse  the  thief,  it  gives  staff 
access  to  them.  Pilferage  may  occur 
without  the  pharmacist  being  aware  of  it, 
and  may  go  undetected  for  some  time. 

So  what  steps  are  pharmacists  taking? 
Mr  Astill:  "The  situation  is  developing,  in 
the  absence  of  clear  guidance,  that 
pharmacists  in  inner  city  areas  are 
increasingly  deciding  to  stop  stocking  CDs 
and  are  advertising  the  fact  by  a  notice  in 
the  window.  To  some  extent  it  can  be  said 
that  they  are  abrogating  their  professional 
responsibility." 

He  has  no  idea  of  the  number  of 
people  doing  this,  but  admits  the  NPA 
does  get  members  who  are  thinking  of 
doing  it  phoning  for  advice.  "Is  it  outside 
the  terms  of  the  NHS  contract,  which 
obliges  a  pharmacist  to  dispense  a  script 
with  reasonable  promptness?  Many 
members  tell  us  they  have  persuaded 
doctors  where  possible  to  prescribe  CDs  in 
original  packs,  so  they  can  order  from  the 
wholesaler  without  having  any  residue 
which  needs  to  be  stored. 

"In  some  instances  they  say  they  are 
not  prepared  to  have  anything  to  do  with 
CDs  at  all,  and  will  direct  patients  to  the 
nearest  pharmacy  where  there  is  stock.  In 
my  view  they  are  then  infringing  their 
contract. 

"The  Society's  Council  has  considered 
whether  it  is  a  matter  of  pharmaceutical 
ethics  whether  pharmacists  should  be 
permitted  not  to  stock  CDs,  knowing  that 
they  may  be  faced  with  a  demand  for 
them,  being  part  of  their  professional 
responsibility."  (The  Council  hold  the 
view  that  it  is  the  professional 
responsibility  of  a  general  practice 
pharmacist,  as  well  as  a  contractual 
obligation,  to  provide  a  prompt  and 
efficient  dispensing  service,  and  that 
normally  a  small  but  reasonable  stock  of 
CDs  should  be  kept.) 

On  his  attitude  to  any  changes  that 
may  be  made  to  the  regulations,  Mr  Astill 
is  emphatic.  "Our  general  policy  is  that  if 
the  legislation  is  changed  or  tightened  to 
involve  tighter  security  in  whatever  form, 
because  this  is  a  Government  requirement 
and  the  value  of  the  stuff  being  taken  is  so 
low,  we  would  be  most  unhappy  about 
doing  it  without  Government  finance  — 
whether  it  came  in  the  form  of  a  Home 
Office  grant  or  extra  NHS  remuneration, 
as  long  as  the  money  is  forthcoming." 


Wholesalers  unhappy 


Pharmaceutical  wholesalers  are  also 
unhappy  at  the  present  state  of  affairs  — 
not  so  much  from  the  security  angle,  but 
that  of  cost.  There  are  three  ways  that 
wholesalers  feel  the  pinch.  First  they  are 
required  to  hold  a  licence  to  distribute 
CDs.  It  costs  them  £70  per  drug  —  and 
there  are  27  CDs  on  the  market.  However 
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a  licence  is  required  for  each  premises,  so 
a  wholesaler  distributing  10  different  CD 
lines  from  10  separate  warehouses  has  to 
pay  licence  fees  of  £7,000  to  the  Home 
Office.  Vestric  at  present  pay  around 
£30,000  a  year  for  licences. 

Second  there  is  the  high  cost  of 
providing  adequate  security  for  the  CDs. 
Apart  from  external  alarms  a  specially 
secure  room  is  required  which  has  to 
conform  with  laid  down  specifications. 
And  lastly  is  the  fact  that  handling  CDs  is 
a  labour-intensive  operation.  There  is  a 
great  deal  of  extra  paperwork  to  be  done, 
and  since  the  number  of  people  who  have 
access  to  the  room  is  restricted,  it  can 
cause  problems. 

At  present  some  14,000  warehouses 
hold  wholesaler  dealer  licences  from  the 
DHSS.  Only  about  200  hold  CD  licences 
(the  Home  Office,  strangely,  cannot 
provide  an  exact  figure).  There  is  no 
Government  assistance  offered  to 
wholesalers  and  obviously  many  consider 
the  operation  too  unprofitable  to 
consider.  Mr  Logan  says  that  to  be  a 
member  of  the  National  Association  of 
Pharmaceutical  Distributors  it  is 
necessary  to  hold  a  licence,  in  order  to  be 
able  to  provide  a  comprehensive  service, 
but  admits  "it  costs  the  wholesaler  — 
there  is  no  profit  in  CDs". 

At  present  the  NAPD  is  discussing  the 
problem  of  licence  fees  with  the  DHSS 
and  the  Home  Office. 


Any  conclusions? 


Is  the  working  party  going  to  come  up 
with  any  firm  conclusions?  So  far  they 
have  several  proposals  under 
consideration,  but  the  exact  nature  of 
these  is  not  known.  Obviously  the 
problem  must  be  looked  at  from  an 
overall  point  of  view.  The  greater  the 
security  is  varied  between  sources,  the 
greater  the  likelihood  of  attention  being 
shifted  to  other  areas. 

The  pharmacist  may  be  required  to 
ensure  his  premises  are  fitted  with  an 
alarm,  or  a  stronger  CD  cabinet  may  be 
introduced.  Inspector  Marie  believes  the 
remedy  lies  within  the  existing  Act,  with 
the  certificate  of  exemption.  The  NPA 
recently  had  a  CD  cabinet  made  to  the 
existing  pattern,  but  in  armoured  steel, 
and  had  it  tested  to  destruction.  The  final 
report  on  its  performance  has  not  yet  been 
received,  but  it  may  provide  a  happy 
medium  and  cause  that  extra  delay  to  the 
thief. 

It  may  be  in  some  areas,  such  as  city 
centres,  that  CD  distribution  will  be 
through  a  centre,  be  it  a  specially  secure 
pharmacy  or  a  hospital  department.  The 
working  group  has  had  its  first  meeting 
and  Mr  Astill  told  C&D  that  he  was  going 
to  it  with  an  open  mind  and  had  no 
specific  proposals  he  would  like 
considered.  "The  tentative  conclusion  I 
have  come  to  is  that  we  may  already  have 
the  best  of  a  number  of  bad  worlds."  ■

CCTV  —  simple  or 
otherwise 

CCTV  is  essentially  a  deterrent  concept.

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Planning  questions 


The  letter  of  your  Southampton 
correspondents  Mr  M.  L.  Rood  and  Mr 
R.  A.  Martin  (pp  166  and  191),  referring 
to  a  Department  of  Environment 
inspector's  decision  in  favour  of  an 
applicant's  appeal  against  an  earlier 
refusal  of  planning  consent,  call  for  some 
comment.  Both  letters  are  apparently 
inspired  by  a  factual  report  made  by  me 
regarding  the  failure  of  a  blatant  attempt 
at  "leap-frogging"  in  Mansfield. 

Whilst  I  agree  with  Mr  Rood  that 
urgent  action  is  necessary  to  control  the 
mavericks  of  our  profession  or  those 
outsiders  who  would  undermine  the 
professional  ethos  for  financial  gain,  I  do 
not  consider  that  the  Bristol  ruling  is  one 
which  would  be  widely  accepted. 
Circumstances  alter  cases  and  to  most 
reasonable  people  an  application  for 
planning  consent  for  a  pharmacy  would 
be  a  class  I  application.  For  Mr  Martin  to 
suggest  that  the  Mansfield  planning 
decision  would  have  been  reversed  if  the 
November  18,  1981,  ruling  had  been  used 
as  a  precedent  is  contrary  to  the  facts.  The 
resemblance  between  the  Mansfield  case 
and  the  Bristol  case  is  superficial,  only  the 
ploy  of  using  "dispensary"  is  common  to 
both. 

The  Town  and  Country  Planning  (Use 
Classes)  Order  1972  draws  a  distinction 
between  a  "dispensary"  and  a  "shop".  If 
it  were  the  intention  of  the  Order  to 
exclude  pharmacies  outside  hospitals  and 
health  centres  from  being  included  in  the 
general  definition  of  a  "shop"  (para  2(2) 
of  the  Order),  the  exception  would  have 
been  noted  either  as  a  part  of  that 
definition  or  among  those  exceptions 
which  are  included  in  class  1  of  the 
schedule  which  follows.  Class  XV  of  the 
schedule  refers  entirely  to  premises  which 
are  primarily  for  nursing  or  medical  use. 
The  inclusion  of  "dispensary"  in  class  XV 
is,  in  my  opinion,  intended  to  cover  a 
dispensing  "use"  associated  with 
hospitals,  health  centres  or  doctors' 
surgeries. 

In  the  Mansfield  application,  a 
drawing  was  submitted  which  shows  a 
shopfront  over  which  is  the  word 
"Pharmacy"  and  which  also  has  a  sign 
projecting  at  right  angles  bearing  the  word 
"Chemist".  The  description  "pharmacy" 
may  only  be  used  by  a  registered 
pharmacy  or  the  pharmacy  of  a  hospital 
or  health  centre  while  the  title  "Chemist" 
may  only  be  lawfully  used  by  a  person 
lawfully  conducting  a  retail  pharmacy 
business  (section  78(2)  Medicines  Act 
1968). 

From  the  foregoing  facts  alone  it  must 
be  apparent  to  any  reasonable  person  that 
the  Mansfield  application  was  not  an 


application  for  planning  consent  for  a 
"dispensary",  but  that  planning  consent 
was  sought  for  what  is  colloquially  known 
as  a  chemist's  shop.  As  long  ago  as  1643, 
Sir  Edward  Coke  said:  "How  long  soever 
it  hath  continued,  if  it  be  against  reason,  it 
is  of  no  force  in  law".

'Ludicrous'  —  never 


In  the  full  text  of  my  original  letter  to 
C&D  I  disclosed  that  there  was  a  shortfall 
of  £1 .5m  per  annum  between  the  discount 
that  is  currently  being  deducted  from 
contactors  dispensing  more  than  4,000 
scripts  per  month  and  that  which  should 
be  deducted  from  them  in  line  with  the 
amounts  currently  deducted  from  the 
remaining  75  per  cent  of  contractors.  Not 
simply  that  there  will  be  "a  potential 
shortfall  of  £1 .5m  between  the  amount 
the  DHSS  discount  inquiry  may  discover 
has  been  obtained  by  pharmacists,  and  the 
amount  actually  recovered  by  the  interim 
discount  scale"  (C&D  February  23, 
p301). 

I  regret  that  Alan  Smith  has  chosen  to 
enter  the  lists  on  this  matter  and  am 
fascinated  by  his  comments  that  fine 
tuning  at  this  time  is  "ludicrous". 

An  imbalance  of  £1 .5m  per  annum  in 
discounting,  which  will  inevitably  have  to 
be  made  good  by  all  contractors,  rather 
than  simply  by  those  few  large  contractors 
who  have  gained  by  it,  is  very  far  from 
fine  —  except  for  the  large  contractors 
who  must  be  laughing  all  the  way  to  the 
bank.

Off-the-shelf 
script  labeller 

Another  pharmacist  has  co-operated  with 
a  "programmer"  friend  to  write  a 
personal  program  for  an  "off-the-shelf" 
script  labeller  purchased  piece  by  piece  — 
this  time  from  their  local  Tandy  electrical 
store. 

"Simplicity  at  half  the  price"  was  the 
target  set  for  the  labeller  by  Mr  Chris 
Pearce,  MPS,  of  Shrewsbury  and  Mr 
R.M.  Wellings,  a  representative  for  an 
ethicals  manufacturer,  after  reviewing 
some  of  the  other  systems  available  to 
pharmacists. 

The  basic  hardware  consists  of  a 
Tandy  TRS  80  (system  2)  microcomputer 
and  their  No  7  line  printer  at  a  cost  of 
under  £400  and  £250  respectively.  The 
program  has  up  to  200  drug  names  on  file 
called  up  by  entry  of  "at  the  most"  the 
first  three  letters,  with  dosage  instructions 
entered  using  "common"  abbreviations. 
Mr  Pearce  also  uses  the  microcomputer 
for  VAT  and  payroll  calculations  —  or 
even  to  play  space  invaders  or  chess  in 
lighter  moments. 

Disc  drive  can  be  added  later  at  a  cost 
of  £400  to  enable  use  of  the  system  for 
stock  control  and  "simplified"  patient 
records.  A  more  expensive  printer  would 
eliminate  the  problem  of  the  printing  of 
lower  case  letters  above  the  line  by  the 
Tandy  No  7  model. 

Mr  Pearce  and  Mr  Wellings  are  not 
interested  in  marketing  a  complete 
package  but  in  passing  on  "information 
about  the  use  of  a  microcomputer  in  the 
pharmacy."  However,  Mr  Wellings  would 
be  interested  in  writing  further  programs 
for  individuals.

The  UK  medical  products  division  of 
G.D.  Searle  &  Co  Ltd  has  been  purchased 
by  a  group  of  the  company's  ex- 
managers.  The  transfer,  which  took  place 
at  the  end  of  January,  has  retained  much 
of  the  existing  middle-management  and 
research  structure  but  brought  in  new 
senior  management  where  the  purchasers 
feel  it  possible  for  a  smaller  firm  to  re- 
organise on  a  less  top-heavy  basis.

Drug  firm  funds  GP 
fellowship 

Stuart  Pharmaceuticals  Ltd  have  funded  a 
two-year  fellowship  at  the  Royal  College 
of  General  Practitioners.  The  task  of  the 
Stuart  Fellow  will  be  to  create  a  climate  of 
opinion  in  which  a  review  of  a  doctor's 
performance  becomes  an  acceptable  and 
attractive  feature  of  professional  life. 

Dr  David  Pendleton,  a  psychologist 
and  not  a  GP,  is  the  first  fellow  to  be 
appointed.  He  will  act  as  a  co-ordinator 
and  facilitator,  making  contact  with 
individuals  and  groups  of  doctors  who 
want  to  experiment  with  ideas  for  the 
advancement  of  general  practice. 

Membership  of  the  Royal  College  has 
now  topped  the  10,000  mark.  Some  1,112 
candidates  sat  the  MRCGP  examination 
in  1981  and  the  overall  pass  rate  was  65 
per  cent.  Over  a  third  of  the  total 
membership  is  under  40,  and  membership 
has  grown  by  21  per  cent  in  the  past  four 
years.  ■ 

Chemicals'  decline 

UK  chemical  output  figures  for  1981  have 
received  a  gloomy  reception  from  the 
Chemical  Industries  Association.  After 
some  progress  in  the  third  quarter  of  the 
year,  output  dropped  back  again  in  the 
last  quarter,  leaving  an  overall  decline  in 
production  as  against  that  of  1980. 


Indications  are  that  there  has  also  been  a 
sluggish  start  to  1982. 

Martin  Trowbridge,  director  general 
of  the  Association,  comments:  "When 
businesses  with  our  sort  of  export 
performance  continue  to  be  bumping 
along  the  bottom,  counter-inflation 
theory  is  all  very  well,  but  let  us  not  lose 
too  many  babies  with  the  bathwater. ' '  ■ 

Reduced  NIS? 

The  Confederation  of  British  Industry  has 
recommended  a  2  per  cent  reduction  in  the 
National  Insurance  surcharge  as  part  of  its 
Budget  representations  to  the 
Government.  This  change  would  give  a 
new  rate  of  1  Vi  per  cent,  and  is  seen  by  the 
CBI  as  a  preliminary  to  the  eventual 
complete  abolition  of  the  surcharge. 

According  to  CBI  estimates  the  total 
yield  from  the  NIS  in  1983-84,  calculated 
on  the  present  3  Vi  per  cent  rate,  would  be 
about  £4, 000m.  However,  as  some  one- 
fifth  of  this  total  is  paid  by  the 
Government  as  an  employer  to  itself,  the 
actual  cost  of  total  abolition  would  be 
about  £3, 300m.  ■ 

Staff  for  the  Gulf 

Whittaker  Life  Sciences  Ltd,  a  US 
medical  services  company,  is  planning  to 
recruit  some  1 ,000  health  staff  — 
including  a  small  number  of  pharmacists 
—  for  work  in  Saudi  Arabia  and  the  Gulf. 

While  staff  will  also  be  recruited  from 
the  USA,  Scandinavia  and  the  Gulf  itself, 
the  majority  are  expected  to  come  from 
the  National  Health  Service.  The 
company  estimates  that  approximately  ten 
pharmacists  will  be  required  in  all,  with 
about  six  of  these  coming  from  Britain. 
Also  needed  will  be  250-300  nursing  staff, 
100-150  general  practitioners  and  50-100 
consultants.  Salaries  and  fringe  benefits 
are  said  to  be  two-and-a-half  to  three 
times  what  they  would  be  in  the  UK.  ■

Following  up  job 
references 

Government  statistics  show  that  60  per 
cent  of  goods  stolen  from  UK  stores  are 
taken  by  the  employers'  own  staff.  The 
situation  is  potentially  serious  as  stock 
loss  can  easily  be  blamed  on  customers. 
One  of  the  reasons  why  this  situation 
exists,  according  to  the  Reference  Enquiry 
Service,  is  the  failure  of  employers  to 
make  adequate  checks  on  the  background 
of  their  prospective  employees. 

Although  checking  references  is  a  time 
consuming  and  tiresome  business,  it 
should  be,  say  Reference  Enquiry  Service, 
a  major  priority  on  a  firm's  list  of  security 
measures,  and  can  save  considerable  time 
on  legal  and  dismissal  proceedings.  The 
company  quotes  a  Home  Office  report  on 
internal  shop  security:  "Few  took  up 
references  before  staff  were  engaged. 
Bearing  in  mind  that  many  shops  dismiss 
dishonest  staff  rather  than  report  them  to 
the  police,  the  system  seems  to  provide 
excellent  opportunties  for  dishonest  staff 
to  steal  from  successive  employers  with

Pharmacist  or 
shopkeeper 

The  problem  of  graduates  who  shy  away 
from  becoming  pharmacists  because  they 
do  not  want  to  be  labelled  "shopkeepers" 
has  been  highlighted  by  Lord  Mottistone, 
former  Director  of  the  Distributive 
Industry  Training  Board. 

He  was  speaking  in  a  debate  in  the 
House  of  Lords  on  a  Private  Member's 
Bill  designed  to  curb  overcharging  by 
opticians,  by  permitting  the 
reintroduction  of  "over  the  counter" 
sales  of  spectacles  in  chain  stores  and 
other  shops.  Lord  Mottistone  (Con)  told 
Peers  that  many  young  men  with 
university  degrees,  who  were 
temperamentally  inclined  to  become 
pharmacists,  did  not  want  to  be 
"shopkeepers". 

"Some  of  them  are  stupid  enough  to 
think  that  they  are  too  grand  to  be 
shopkeepers,  while  many  of  them  just  do 
not  have  the  'feel'  for  ringing  up  the  till, 
exchanging  money  over  the  counter  and 
all  the  other  things  which  go  with  the 
excitement  of  shopkeeping". 

Lord  Mottistone  said  while  this  was 
understandable  it  helped  to  explain  why  it 
was  getting  more  and  more  difficult  to  get 
people  to  become  pharmacists  and  then  to 
run  small  chemist's  shops. 

Peers  condemned  the  exorbitant  prices 
charged  by  some  opticians  for  spectacles 
but  acknowledged  that  it  was  partly  due  to 
an  attempt  to  gain  compensation  for  the 
low  fees  paid  by  the  NHS  for  sight  testing 
and  prescribing  for  lenses.  The  Bill  was 
withdrawn  after  the  Government  gave 
assurances  that  the  range  of  spectacles 
and  lenses  available  under  the  NHS  is  to 
be  widened.  ■ 


Scripts  exchanged? 


Dr  Roger  Thomas  asked  the  Secretary  for 
Social  Services  if  he  will  take  measures  to 
encourage  patients,  discouraged  by  costs 
or  other  factors,  to  exchange  their 
prescriptions,  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
about  one  in  five  items  prescribed  are  not 
now  obtained,  and  to  estimate  the  current 
level  of  savings  because  of  this  practice. 

Dr  Gerard  Vaughan  replied  that  there 
were  no  comprehensive  figures  available 
on  the  proportion  of  prescriptions  not 
exchanged.  A  recent  report  in  the  British 
Medical  Journal  (C&D  January  9,  p35) 
had  indicated  why  this  practice  was  not 
unnecessarily  desirable  and  he  believed 
that  it  was  best  left  to  doctors  to  explain 
the  importance  of  following  a 
recommended  course  of  treatment.  ■ 


Private  Bill  on 
script  charges 

By  increasing  prescription  charges  by  600 
per  cent  in  three  years  the  Government 
has  put  the  medicinal  clock  back  forty  or 
fifty  years,  Miss  Betty  Boothroyd 
(Labour)  claimed  in  the  Commons  on 
Tuesday. 

She  explained:  "People  are  buying 
patent  medicines  and  analgesics  over  the 
counter  because  they  find  that 
prescription  charges  are  an  obstacle  to 
seeking  proper  professional  advice".  Miss 
Boothroyd  accused  the  Government  of 
forcing  up  the  price  of  essential 
commodities  and  treating  consumers  like 
"a  captive  army".  She  was  given  leave  to 
bring  in  a  Private  Members'  Bill  to  give 
the  Trade  Secretary  power  to  control  the 
prices  of  essential  goods  and  services.  It 
has  little  chance  of  becoming  law.  ■

Menthol  short 
on  the  spot 


London,  February  23:  Podphyllum  is 
quoted  again  on  the  market  this  week, 
although  only  the  Indian  is  available,  and 
at  a  highly  increased  price  of  £2,000 
metric  ton.  Sarsaparilla  and  jalap  are 
unquoted  and  menthol  is  very  short  on  the 
spot. 

Among  pharmaceutical  chemicals  a 
number  of  alkaloids  and  their  salts  are 
dearer,  including  atropine,  homatropine 
and  pilocarpine.
